Independent claims 44, 53, 58, 63 and 67 when considered as a whole, 
are allowable over the prior art of record. Specifically, prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest the combination of means, arranged and interacted to 
perform the step of a user interface template stored in the thin information 
appliance prior to downloading the user interface data. The references do not 
teach or suggest a thin appliance which that Yang teaches the code has been 
downloaded may comprises a whole of the user interface.
